Ear Reaching Results of the 
W a r

Sev eral thousand 
people 
heard 
Gov . Charles S. Deneen’s speech de­ 
liv ered to t!ie old soldiers In reuniotf 
here Wednesday afternoon, and all 
pronounce it a splendid address, be­ 
ing v ery appropriate for tiie occa­ 
sion. 
The chief executiv e did not go in­ 
to details discussing the battles of 
th e war, bnC rath e r discussed 
tin* 
causes which lead up to the 
great 
national conflict, aud then discussed 
(lie results of the war, the great na­ 
tional problems th*» war settled, and 
what material effect th,' war of the 
sixties had upon the country, as a 
whole. It was a speech tuat a soldier 
would prefer to h e a r on such occas- 
slon. 
Gov . Deneen came to Dixon intend 
ing to open his battle for a 
better 
legislature, but when he v iewed the 
crowd, and thought ov er in his own 
mind, just what the occasion really 
meant to the soldier he made up his 
min I at the last moment to elimin­ 
ate politics from his speech and giv e 
the v eterans something 
that 
was 
near and dearer to them than all the 
polices of the nation. 
The gov ernor said in part: 
i think that the chairman lias al­ 
ready made the 
best part 
of 
my 
speech. I was the youngest v eteran 
in the civ il war. 1 went to Memphis 
at the time that they sent 
soldiers 
when tiie sear of war was along the 
Mississippi riv er. 1 remained there 
9 0 days. 1 raised my v oice for my 
country. 
While I hav e not any distinct rec­ 
ollection of the war I could not make 
a s p e e c h about things that v eterans 
are interested in at a camp fire. 
1 hav e retained some of the spir't 
of the war in hearing the stories told 
and twice told about all that occurr 
ed both by my father and my mother 
my mother nad to go to Memphis 
and encourage my father to start ills 
flgilt. 
It appears to me that it would be 
better to let the real soldier tell the 
real experiences rathe r than for us 
to tell them second or third handed 
It seems to me that it was better for 
younger generation to dwell upon 
the cause that lead up to the 
war 
and more especially the part our fair 
state took 
in th a t war. 
No 
other 
state handled itself better than our 
own state in that awful 
struggle, 
which now leads us to consider the 
question which leads up to and cans 
ed the Civ il War.
